New Books For You... 
At The Upland Public Library 


Among the new books await- 
ing your reservation is an en- 
grossing one about a far and 
foreign place—the Fuyug he 
country in the Mafulu district 
of the Papuan Mountains. It 
is SAVAGE PAPUAN by An- 
dre Dupeyrat. It is translated 
from the French. To the sav- 
age Papuans went a mission- 
ary priest. some thirty years 
ago, For twenty years he 
taught and demonstrated the 
Christian way of life. This 
book is the storehouse of his 
memories, some vivid, grue- 
some, but aff satisfying. Most 
vivid perhaps is the promise 
made bya small boy to his 
erstwhile annibal father that 
someday he would return, a 
“‘mitsinari,’”’ when the priest 
led him away for training in 
the land of cilivization. It is a 
strange, wild tale of cannibal- 
ism breaking from its prim- 
itive ways under the force of 
Christianity. 

Of importance now before 
the passing of England’s 
Grand Old Man is Rowse’s 
THE CHURCHILLS: FROM 
THE DEATH OF MARLBOR: 
OUGH: TO THE PRESENT. 
Scholarly, yet highly readable, 
is this historical chronicle of 
a family whose lives have in- 
tertwined with England’s so- 
cial and political life for some 
two hundred years. 

Two books in psychology are 
directed toward your personal- 
ity and that of your child. 
Willard Abraham’s COMMON.
